A BRIGHT OU OUTLOOK. 


The New York rk Mail and Express, 
in an editorial on the outlook for 
1887, says: The outlook in the 
great fields of American industry is 
very bright: The coming year will 
be the greatest ever known in our 
mills aud factories, mines and fur- 
naces. After mining last year 
more anthracite coal than ever be- 
fore, the supply on band is scanty, 
and the enormous demand fer iron 
ofall kinds assures steady fires in 
furnace and foundry, and the larg- 
est consumption on that account. 
What the crops will be is only a 
matter of speculation, but the acre- 
age planted will be the greatest 
ever tilled by the plow. There 
may be war with Europe, but such 
an event, however much to be de- 
plored, can bring nothing to us 
but advantage. It would increase 
indefinitely a demand for our bread- 
stuffs and enrich our farmers. The 
volume of immigrants already show 
a steady increase, for up to the first 
of November the gain had been lit- 
tle over twenty per cent. more thap 
last year, but for the last month the 
increase was about fifty per cent. 
Viewed from a financial and com- 
mercial standpoint, the year 1886 
has been a most remarkable one, 
chiefly for its progressiveness and 
for the return of that universal 
prosperity which marked its course 
almost throughout. The change 
for the better extended to every 


“section of the country, and is now 


visible in all the industries whose 
development contributes to a na- 
tion’s greatness and strength.

SANTA FR, Jauuary 28.

The mode of Lord Randolph’s res- 
ignation bas excited a good deal of 
comment, but it is not the first 
time he has done an _ eccentric 
thing.
